It commenced to min here early Fri- 


day morning and has rained almost in- 
cesBBiitly aince, and moat ol the time 
copiously. What little enow had fallen 
haa disappeared. About 8 o'clock thin 
morning Mr. "Wat Butler, who stays at 
the Flume company's camp, came to the 
BonanzamillBfor help, eayinn the water 
was riBing rapidly at the dam. 
Morftan 


Buchanan and Will Plate hurried to the 
dam with Butler and found the dam had 
reached the floor of tbe 10-foot waste 
way. 
Their purpose waa to pass tbe 


drift through the waste way, which IB 
about 5x10 leet. They worked peree- 
veringly, but at the end of two hours 
the water bad risen to the brow of the 
dam 
They croeaed the dam to eocure 


some implements, and by 12 o'clock the 
the water flawed over the dam to a 
depth of twenty inches. 
The men came to the mill for dinner 


and bad just put on dry clothes when 
ore oi the party looked out and remarked 
tbRt the crook was rising »"d the dam 
must be broken, whereupon ell jumped 
up and ran oat on the porch just in time 
to Bee the hijrh truss bridge Bnpportmji 
the Hume ucruuB tbe creek above tbs 
ialls bet-inning to topple and in another 
moment it WBB noing toward tbe tails. 
All hands ran to BOO it *o over, but were 
too late. Large trees were uprooted on 
the banks of the creek and carried over 
the fails. FloatiiiK timbers, saw IOKB, 
parts oi HtructoreH, trees, etc., weie 
InBBpd over HkoatrawB on a tidal wave. 


All handa ruebed down the flume bo- 


yond the ennyoii to witness the eeethmj; 
torrent. H bus been my fortune to stand 
on tho banks ot the Niagara many times, 
but tbe sighL wtiB not to lie coo pared to 
this 
Uocke, Iturku and sticks would 


ehoot out above, the aproy, in tbo canyon 
below, tor more than 1UO feat clear of 
tho boiling waters. 
Including the bridge there is about 100 


feet oi Hume gone below tho yard of tho 
Bonanza mil!. Uter in tho evening wo 
took u damp atrtill up stream lo SOD what 
had hnpiJuniid. Wo found about 300 feet 
of flume torn away just bolow tlio com- 
pany's vnniH, and all above tbo yurd to 
the dtim. and Irom GO to 80 feet gone 
Iroin tlio center of the dam. Tno lace of 
thifl dam WHS walled up with two ttiick- 
noBEtiB of threu or four inch pi an KB, which 
were broken at both ends of the opening 
as H tliev wero nothing more than flhin- 
eloa 
One suction 01 tho lar«e Btoel 


' cylinder, including thu ROW to supply 


the flume, has disappeared In the break. 


Hurrying by and on up the creek bank 


for hull a mile we found another dam, 
hastily and rudely constructed but very 
eiroctrjfil, composed of lumber piles Irom 
Bennett's yard ; a pftrt of the Stephen- 
Bon hotel and other cabins, bridges, etc., 
which were still holding tho flood hack 
on the meadow. 
Alter making a circuit around tho mea- 


dow abovo tho camp ground we lltmlly 
reached Bcnnott'e mill, which h«d boon 
taken up bodily, turned half way round 
and placed on top of eouio rock fifty foot 
from its orieinal location. Oa the floors 
of the mill lay two heavy boilers, the

Things look clean on the meadow, and

peared in last Thuruday's issue of THE 
ABFUBLICAH entitled '-That License Out- 
rage," condemning the action of tho 
board of trustees in raising the licenae of 
hawkers and peddlers of meat, 


The article wholly fails to present the 


trne motive for passing such an ordi- 
nance. The motives are not lor the pro- 
tection of butchers of this city or any 
meat truat, if any there be, but for the 
purpose of insuring to the consumer 
healthy and wholesome meat. 


In this connection I will say that my 


attention was called to the fact that dis- 
eased meat has been sold to consumers 
in thia city. My information in one par- 
ticular instance is that of a certain per- 
son, not in the butcher boe'iceea, who 
had a lot of hogs that were diseased and 
dying with what IB designated BG hog 
cholera, and to save thoir total IOEB ho 
butchered and delivered them dressed to 
parties in Fresno for u price lees than 
healthy hORB could be purchased "on 
foot." 
I have also been informed that there 


are instances other than tho one men- 
tioned of crippled and diseased cattle 
having been butchered and peddled to 
residents of this city. 


I do not wiah to De understood that 1 


charge nil peddlers of meat with that 
sort of thirty. The ordinance is intended 
to prevent unscrupulous persona from 
(*Ddangering the health nf ou 
people. 


It will readily be admitted that if a per- 
Bon brings dretsod meat from long dis- 
tances nnd peddles it out for lose than he ' 
could obtain for good beef cattle if he 
were to drive them to the slaughter 
house of any biuchnr in this city it looks 
to a umn up a tree that there is some- 
thing rotten in Denmark. . 
I furthtv desire to say that tho Triangle 


lid not take any hand in the preparation 
of that licence outrage, that it was pro- 
pared by tlm writer upon compilation 
with and advico of several other V*rtiflB 


he bent mcnno to prevent tho iuiiio- 
•m above referred lo, and 1 may add 


th»i immediately upon receiving infor- 
mation of dieeiiBiHl monts having hcon
